82. (New) A method as recited in claim 81, wherein allowing the user to select a 
conflict resolution scheme includes allowing a user to assign a priority to tlie EPG loaders. 

83. (New) A method as recited in claim 1, wherein resolving the conflict includes 
allowing an application to select a conflict resolution scheme.
